Officials identified the suspected 
attacker as Sayfullo Saipov, a legal per- 
manent resident of the United States 
who arrived in the country from Uzbeki- 
stan in 2010 through a diversity visa pro- 
gram. They said Saipov was influenced 
by the Islamic State, also known as ISIS, 
and its violent tactics after coming to the 
United States. 

Authorities also said they were look- 
ing for another man in connection with 
the investigation of the attack, 32-year-

old Mukhammadzoir Kadirov, who also 
has ties to Tampa. They did not say why 
they are seeking him. 

Kadirov once lived in the Wexford 
Apartments at 7801 Wexford Park Drive, 
a complex located north of the Seminole 
Hard Rock Hotel & Casino Tampa. 

Resident Tareika Giles, 36, a mother of 
two girls, remembered her old second- 
floor neighbor as a quiet family man. 
Kadirov had a wife and two young boys, 
both toddler-age. In 2016, they moved 
in and lived there for a about a year. The 
family moved out at the start of this year. 

“They were very quiet, they didn’t talk

Uzbekistan 
fills ranks 
of jihadi 
fighters

Sayfullo Saipov, the suspect in the New 
York City terror attack that killed eight 
people and wounded 11 others, made 
his way to Tampa from a nation that has 
long provided foreign fighters for U.S. 
foes and, increasingly, jihadi attackers. 

Saipov, 29, came to the United States 
from Uzbekistan around 2010 and 
arrived in Tampa several years later. The 
Central Asian nation where he grew up 
has produced fighters to attack Afghan 
and Pakistani forces and is considered a 
significant source of Islamic State-affili- 
ated combatants. 

The Islamic Jihad Union, or IJU, 
an Uzbekistan jihadi group, has been 
involved in attacks in Afghanistan, 
according to a 2009 report published by 
the Combating Terrorism Center at West 
Point. The Islamic Movement of Uzbeki- 
stan, or IMU, has centered its attacks on 
Pakistan’s security forces. 

“The Uzbek-led jihadist groups are 
useful allies for the Taliban,” according 
to the report. “Many fighters are expe- 
rienced combat veterans, and newer 
recruits will also likely have some train- 
ing as conscripts in the Uzbek or other 
Central Asian militaries.”

WASHINGTON — Lawmakers 
on Wednesday publicly shared 
several of the 3,000 Facebook ads 
bought by Russian operatives 
as they sought to shape Ameri- 
can political conversation dur- 
ing the 2016 presidential elec- 
tion and its aftermath by inflam- 
ing some of the nation’s deepest 
social divides. 

The ads — some of which 
directly praise Republican Don- 
ald Trump or denigrate his Dem- 
ocratic rival, Hillary Clinton — 
made visceral appeals to vot- 
ers upset about illegal immigra- 
tion, the declining economic for- 
tunes of coal miners or the rising 
prominence of Muslims in some 
U.S. communities. 

Some ads also explicitly called 
for people to attend political ral- 
lies amid a campaign season that 
already was among the most 
polarizing in recent U.S. history. 

A Facebook page called “Being 
Patriotic” bought an ad touting 
a “Miners for Trump” rally in 
Pennsylvania, one of several key 
swing states. 

“Mr. Trump pursues the goal of 
creating more jobs and supports 
the working class,” says the ad, 
which features images of miners 
and Trump in a miner’s protec- 
tive hard hat. “He said he would 
put miners back to work.” 

Another ad, from a Russian- 
controlled group called Heart of 
Texas, announced a rally for May 
21, 2016, under the banner of 
“Stop Islamization of Texas.” 

This crossover of online influ- 
ence to real-world consequences 
was among the issues raised ina 
contentious Capitol Hill hearing 
Wednesday as members of the 
Senate Intelligence Committee 
repeatedly scolded technology 
companies’ lawyers for not doing 
more to thwart Russian disinfor- 
mation. 

“T don’t think you get it,’ said 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein, D-Calif., 
whose home state includes the 
headquarters for Facebook,

NO CHILDREN. 

It’s a local piece of a national 
conversation. As American brew- 
eries and bars become increasing- 
ly welcome to families, with laid- 
back atmospheres, food, games 
and grassy knolls, should business 
owners be able to draw the line? 


In Tampa Bay, it didn’t take 
long for diners to take sides: The 
“this is an outrage” side, and the 
“its their prerogative, and I’m 
happy there’s someplace I can 
eat kid-free” side. A Tampa Bay 
Moms’ Group Facebook page 
quickly had more than 150 com- 
ments, discourse becoming more 
acrimonious as the number grew. 

Troy Taylor opened Hampton 
Station in 2015, one of a number 
of casual newcomers that contrib- 


uted to making Seminole Heights 
a dining destination for craft brew 
hipsters and families alike. It had 
a family-friendly atmosphere, 
with a patio courtyard and action 
figures holding order numbers on 
tables. It’s also situated on busy 
Nebraska Avenue. 

The no-kids decision, he said, 
was the end result of “a lot of 
people who couldn’t keep their 
kids under control.” He wouldn’t
